MA  DOC  Parole  Admissions  and  Releases  by  Quarter 
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>   In  the  2n  quarter  of  2010,  paroles  releases  outnumbered  parole  admissions  by  170;  while  in 
the  2nd  quarter  of  201 1,  parole  admissions  outnumbered  parole  releases  by  6. 


>  During  the  2n  quarter  in  2012,  parole  releases  were  similar  in  number  to  the  2"  quarter  of 
2010  with  releases  outnumbering  parole  admissions  by  79. 

>  When  comparing  the  2n  quarter  of  201 0  to  the  2nd  quarter  201 1 ,  the  number  of  parole 
releases  declined  drastically  (-67%);  however,  parole  releases  were  once  again  on  the  rise  in 
2012,  in  which  there  was  a  45%  decrease  from  2n  quarter  201 0  to  2nd  quarter  2012.

>  In  the  2nd  quarter  of  2012,  male  parole  admissions  totaled  54  with  a  monthly  average  of  18 
admissions. 

>  Also,  in  the  2nd  quarter  of  2012,  male  parole  releases  totaled  117  with  a  monthly  average  of  39 
releases.  This  trend  period  resulted  in  a  difference  of  136  male  inmates.
